Sir: 


I beg to request that you will advise me if there are any records kept in your office 
showing the re-coinage from time to time, of fractional silver coins of the various denominations 
issued from the Mints of the US. 


It would appear that under the Act of February 21, 1853, there must have been a very 
large re-coinage of pieces bearing date previous to 1853. I am very desirous to obtain any 
information on this subject accessible, and if no records of the kind exist in your office I would 
suggest that hereafter a record be kept of the different pieces of American Silver which for any 
reason may be re-coined, and, if need be, will recommend the Director to named such record to 
be kept at the different Mints.
